SLAYER OF WOMEN 
SOUGHT INWASHINGION 


Automobile Taken From Vir- 
ginia Estate After Double Kill- 
ing Found in Capital.

WASHINGTON Jan. 14.—The 


search for the murderer of Mrs. 
Agnes Boeing IIsley, wealthy Mid- 
dleburg, Virginia, sportswoman, 
and her maid, Mrs. Mina Buckner, 
60 years old, today centered on 
Washington. 

A small automobile, apparently 
the only thing stolen after Mrs. 
Ilsley and her servant were beaten 
to death in Middleburg early yes- 
terday morning, was found aban- 
doned near the entrance of a bridge 
leading to the capital. 

Police, searching for George 
Crawford, Negro, former employe 
of Mrs. Ilsley, arrested a Negro 
soon afterward. He gave his name 
as Melvin Crawford and after ques- 
tioning, officers said he was not the 
man sought. 

Members of the socially promi- 
nent set of Middleburg, aided po- 
lice in an intensive search of the 
Virginia blue grass country on the 
theory Crawford might have turned 
back after leaving tie car. 

William Mitchell, former assist- 
ant chief of the army air corps, 
was one of those most active in the 
quest. Mitchell, an enthusiastic 
horseman, has made his home in 
Middleburg most of the time since 
his retirement from the army. 

He was one of the first who hur- 
ried to the frame cottage of Mrs. 
Iisley, widow of Spencer Iisley, 
Milwaukee banker, after the bodies 
were found by Paul Boeing, broth- 
er of Mrs. IIsley. 

Crawford, ex-convict, has rela- 
tives in Washington and police de- 
tained William Thomas, a nephew, 
for questioning. He denied having 
seen his uncle. Police, however, 
said they had been told the man 
they wanted was in Philadelphia 
and police there had been notified. 

Suspicion centered on Crawford 
after it became known that Mrs. 
Iisley had sworn out a warrant 
charging him with robbery of her 
house and that she had told friends 
she feared the man. 

Dr. Oscar B. Hunter, Washing- 
ton pathologist, reported to Dr. 
John A. Gibson, County Coroner at 
Middleburg, today, that an exami- 
nation of the bodies of Mrs. Isley 
and Mrs. Buckner showed conclu- 
sively that neither had been as- 
saulted by their slayer.

SIX HOUR DAY ON 
LABOR’S PROGRAM 


Question of Authority of 
Men Representing Car- 
riers Delays Opening of 
Negotiations.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—Delibera- 


tions of the railway brotherhoods 
and a committee of nine railroad 
presidents were deferred until to- 
morrow when Daniel Willard, 
chairman of the executives, an- 
nounced that a question of the au- 
thority vested in some of the rail- 
way presidents had arisen. 


Willard, who is president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad said 
that “some sort of restrictions on 
the authority given the railway 
committee of nine by some of the 
Western roads and one Far East- 


: ern line“ needed clarifying and he 


would immediately telephone the 
railroads in question to straighten 
out the technicality. 

The brotherhood delegates were 
ready to plunge into the joint dis- 
cussion of wage reductions and al- 
leviation of unemployment, but 
they acceded to the desire of the 
committee representing the em- 
ployers. 

The chairman of the railway 
committee said it was apparent 
some of the lines had not quite un- 
derstood the measure of authority 
the committee of nine required. 
The railroads, through a com- 
mittee of nine presidents, were 
gathered for the purpose of reit- 


erating their request that the 
workers accept a 10 per cent 
wage cut. 


The workers, through a c¢ 
mittéé e 
idents with authority to bind their 
entire membership to an agree- 
ment, are seeking stabilization of 
employment. After preliminary 
conferences since the first of the 
week, they were prepared to ask 
for a 6-hour day to provide jobs 
for the 700,000 unemployed rail- 
road men and the assurance that 
the 1,250,000 men now with jobs 
will keep them. 

The workers’ program as outlined 
by D. B. Robertson, chairman of 
the labor delegation, which will be 
proffered to the executives as a 
counter to the wage cut, includes: 

Assurance of employment for the 
average force for one year and at 
least part time employment to the 
stand-by force necessary for heavy 
traffic periods. 

The six-hour day. 

Federal compensation laws to in- 
demnify against occupational acci- 
dents and diseases and to provide 
replacement insurance. 

Regulation of competing forms 
of. transportation. 

Tabulation of the vote of the 
brotherhoods and unions showed 


agreed to accept the results of the 
negotiations. Robertson in reply to 
a question, declined to say that he 
had “high hopes of success” for 
the conference. 

“Naturally we hope for a settle- 
ment of our problems,” he said.

BABE RUTH REFUSES 
ONE-YEAR CONTRACT 
WITH $10,000 PAY CUT 
Says He Would Accept Reduc- 


tion in Salary on Two- 
Year Agreement. :

Ruth today received a one-year 
contract from the New York Amer- 
ican League baseball club calling 
for $70,000, a reduction of $10,000 


from his salary of the last two 
years, and promptly sent it back 
unsigned.

Ruth was asked what he would 
consider as a fair contract.

He said the next move was up 
to the club owner. 

Jacob Ruppert, owner of the 
Yankees, disclosed the reduced 
terms offered Ruth. 

The slugger received $80,000 a 
year under a two-year contract that 
covered the 1930-31 seasons. He 
declared a few days ago he did not 
think he should be asked to take 
a cut, inasmuch as last season was 
one of his best at bat. 

Ruppert indicated he regarded 
the offer at eminently fair, under 
present conditions, pointing to the 
tremendous amount the Yankees 
had paid Ruth and the fact that 
his salary steadily had been in- 
creased. 

Informed of Ruth’s demand, Col. 
Jacob Ruppert, owner of the Yan- 
kees, said: “I do not think we can 
do better than a one-year contract 
at $70,000.

HEIRESS FOUND 
GUILTY OF KILLING

Helen Joy Morgan Sen- 
tenced to 20 to 25 Years 
in Prison Jury Out Four 
Hours, 40 Minutes. 


TVE BEEN SOLD OUT,’ 
SHE CRIES AT JUDGE 


In Flint Trial, State Said 
She Carried Pistol Before 
Slaying — ‘Self-Defense’ 
Her Plea. 


By the Associated Press, 
FLINT, Mich., Jan. 14.—Miss 


Helen Joy Morgan, 27-year-old 
heiress, was convicted today of sec- 
ond degree murder for the killing 
last April 23 of Leslie Casteel, her 
garage-mechanic fiance, and im- 


mediately was sentenced to serve 
from 20 te 25 years in prison. 

A Circuit Court jury of 12 re- 
tired farmers and business men re- 
turned the verdict after four hours 
and 40 minutes ef deliberation. 
They returned to the courtroom at 
9:23 a. m. Delivery of the verdict 
was delayed nearly an hour until 
Miss Morgan arrived in court. 

The case went to the jury at 
7:43 p. m. yesterday, and, after 
more than three hours deliberation. 
the jurors retired for the night at 
11 p. m., continuing this morning. 

Judge James S. Parker of the 
Circuit Court, in passing sentence, 
recommended 20 years. 

Miss ‘Morgan was denied bail 
pending appeal. She will be taken 
to the Detroit House of Correction 
tomorrow. -Her mother, Mrs. Car- 
rie P. Morgan, indicated the case 
would be appealed immediately. 

Miss Morgan heard the verdict 
calmly. Her only move was to 
scribble the word “guilty” on a 
slip of paper for her mother, who 
is deaf. When sentence was passed 
the defendant upbraided the police 
and the prosecutor. I've been 
sold out!” she screamed. 
was shot to death on a 
road near a cemetery. Miss Mor- 
gan told the police she shot him as 
they struggled for possession of a 
pistol with which he had threaten- 
ed her while they sat in an auto- 
mobile. 

Against the defense contention 
that Miss Morgan had fired to save 
her own life, the State argued that 
the defendant was ‘In the habit of 
driving about with a pistol and had 
made threats to shoot Casteel. 

The defense rested without at- 
tempting to place Miss Morgan on 
the stand. 

The court, in its instructions, 
told the jurors that, “if you find 
that Helen Joy Morgan took 2 pis- 
tol from Leslie Casteel during heir 
tryst and then had opportuni-y to 
escape witrout shooting him, you 
should find her guilty of man- 
slaughter.” 

Miss Morgan voiced a protest 
late yesterday when Prosecuting 
Attorney Ralph M. Freeman at- 
tacked her self-defense plea. « 

“That’s not true and you know 
it’s not,” she cried, rising from 
her chair, when he termed her act

a “defense of selfish interests—-of 


jealousy.” 

Judge Parker warned her that 
there must be no further out- 
bursts. 


SENATORS TOLD BUFFALO USES 
MORE BEER THAN EVER BEFORE 


Representative Cooke Says Saloons 
Have Not Disappeared Ex- 
cept in Name. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Rep- 
resentative Edmund F. Cooke, Re- 
publican, in advocating the Bing- 
ham 4 per cent beer bill, told a 
Senate committee today that more 
beer is being consumed in FPuffalo 
now than before prohibition when 
1,000,000 barrels a year were pro- 
duced in that city. 

“The saloon in Buffalo has not 
disappeared except in name,” the 
Buffalo legislator said, adding: 
“Soft drink joints dispensing beer, 
alcohol, whisky, gin, ‘smoke,’ re- 
distilled denatured aicohol and 
wines flourish by the thousand.” 

Cooke said “four large brewer- 
ies” in Buffalo produced 25,000,000 
gallons of wort in 1931, and that 
this “is sold in containers, deliv- 
ered to the houses, fermented and 
bottled by the purchaser and in 
due time becomes a beverage of 
some 4 or 5 per cent alcoholic con- 
tent.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The 
House today adopted an amend- 
ment offered by Representative 
Marvin Jones (Dem.) Texas, pro- 
viding that at least $50,000,000 of 
the $500,000,000 capital of the 
proposed reconstruction finance 
corporation be allocated for loans 
to intermediate credit banks, agri- 
cultural and livestock credit cor- 
porations and other agricultural or 
farmers’ associations. The vote was 
120 for the amendment to 112 
against. The amendment had the 
support of about 40 Republicans. 
About a dozen Democrats voted 
against it. 

Jones said that his amendment 
would make available for loans to 
farmers at least $200,000,000,. as 
the corporation could issue bonds 
up to three times its capital stock. 
He said it was more comprehen- 
sive that the Senate amendment 
sponsored by Senator Smith 
(Dem.), South Carolina, which 
merely authorized the lending of 
$50,000,000 to individual farmers 
who, because of bank failures, had 
been unable to obtain credit at their 
local banks. 

Committee Amendment Blocked, 

Chairman Steagall of the House 
Banking and Currency Committee 
offered a committee amendment 
somewhat similar to the Smith pro- 
posal, when the House today began 
consideration of amendments to 
the administration bill. Steagall 
said that the amendment had been 
hurriedly considered by the com- 
mittee this morning. He apologized 
for its form. Consideration of the 
amendment was blocked by Luce 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, who raised 
the point of order that the amend- 
ment was not germane to the sec- 
tion under consideration. The point 
of order was sustained by the chair. 

Luce also raised a point of order 
against the Jones amendment, but 
was overruled. 

After scathing attacks had been 
made upon Gov. Meyer of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, the House re- 
jected an amendment today to pre- 
vent his becoming a member of the 
board of directors of the proposed 
reconstruction corporation.

State Department officials stren- 
uously denied that the restoration of 
the oil concession influenced them 
to intervene with the bankers in 
behalf of Colombia. Nevertheless, 
under an unsparing cross-examina- 
tion by Senator Hiram Johnson, 
they admitted that President Olaya 
of Colombia mentioned the conces- 
sion as one reason why the loan 
should be made, that the conces- 
sion was discussed by Secretary 
Stimson in connection with the 
loan and that department officials 
active in helping Colombia get the’ 
loan took it up with a former sub- 
ordinate of Secretary Mellon and 
an attorney for the oil syndicate. 

Kellogg Sent a Note. 

It was disclosed that after the 
concession was canceled in 1926, 
Secretary of State Kellogg ad- 
dressed a diplomatic note to the 
Colombian Government, declaring 
the cancellation unjustified, and 
urging that the 600,000-acre’ off 
tract be returned to the Mellon- 
Morgan syndicate. The subsequent 
successful effortg to have the con- 
cession restored were 830 inter- 
twined with State Department ef- 
forts to get Colombia the loan she 
wanted, that members of the com- 
mittee had great difficulty in sepa- 
rating them. * 

“What strange coincidences,” 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, remarked at one stage of 
the testimony. 

The State Department. 

State Department officials, who 
have repeated insistently that the 
Department never concerned itself 
with foreign loans except to ascer- 
tain whether they would conflict 
with the national policy—and then 
only with loans og which bonds 
were issued—experienced extreme 
difficulty in explaining why it 
abandoned its negative policy in 
the case of Colombia, in which 
bonds were not even issued.

COLLECT ON FIRE 


Cashier for Man on Trial in 

Insurance Fraud Case 
Says Value of Stocks 
Was Falsified. 


Accounts of fraud, perjury, at- 
tempted “shakedown” and falsified’ 
records are being related by Gov- 
ernment witnesses in the Federal 
Court at East St. Louis at the trial 
of Elijah W. Jamerson of East St. 
Louis and Otto F. Leman, of 2641 
Clifton avenue, St. Louis, a public 
insurance adjuster. 


Today was the third day of the 
trial, at which Jamerson and Le- 
man are charged with using the 
mails to defraud insurance com- 
panies in the burning on Jan. 26, 
1930, of Jamerson’s branch music 
house and automobile agency at 
1100 Illinois avenue, East St. Louis. 

Lotus M. Hill, former bookkeeper 
and cashier for Jamerson, testified 
he falsified the books of the firm, 
aided by Jamerson and Leman, to 
circumvent threatened prosecution 
and to substantiate claims of’ fire 
losses made by Jamerson and Le- 
man, which the insurance com- 
panies refused to pay. The first 
claim for $38,396 later was reduced 
to 329,398. 

Jamerson canceled two fire in- 
surance policies for 327,000 on 
stock and fixtures and replaced 
them a month before the fire with 
policies in 10 companies totaling 
$48,000, it has been testiifed. 

Stock Worth $11,000. 

Hill declared that Jamerson’s 
business had shown a loss of about 
$1000 a month for four months 
preceding the fire. The value of 
the pianos, radios and victrolag, 
described as “trade-in stock;” used 
cars, accessories and improvements, 
which Jamerson insured for $43.- 
000, would not exceed $11,000, as 
shown by his inventory records at 
the time of the fire, Hill stated. 

“Jamerson and Leman together 
made up the proofs of loss,” Hill 
said. “I heard later there was 
trouble about them. Then Jamer- 
son told me we would have to alter 
the books to make the stock com- 
pare with the proofs of loss. I told 
him we couldn't alter the general 
ledger, so he said to make up a 
new one and keep it a secret. T doc- 
tored up the ledger to make it 
show a profit. Thesstock book was 
changed by erasing records ef cut- 
going stock, sometimes taking 
whole sheets from thé book, a 
looseleaf, and replacing them with 
blank pages. This would have made 
it appear we still had the stock at 
the time of the fire.” 

He estimated that they increased 
the stock reccrds about $19,000 in 
value to balance with the second 
proof of loss of $29,398, and de- 
clared that Leman knew they were 
falsifying the records, at times as- 
sisting in the work, which extend- 
ed past June of 1930, when the 
indictment was returned. 

Admits False Testimony. 

Jamerson instructed him and 
other employes, Hill stated, to give 
false testimony before the grand 
jury regarding Leman’s visits to 
Jamerson’s store while the books 
were being reconstructed. Hill ad- 
mitted he gave false testimony be- 
fore the grand jury about stock 
values and the plan to substantiate 
the proofs of loss in order to 
shield Jamerson and Leman. 

Hill told of a conference held in 
November of 1930 in which he, 
Leman and Jamerson met at the 
offices of Patrick H. Cullen and 
James E. Carroll, St. Louis attor- 
neys, to discuss the defense case. 

Julius Seifart, ex-convict auto- 
mobile dealer of East St. Louis and 
former owner of the building where 
the fire occurred, testified that he 
and Leman had attempted to put 
the squeeze on Jamerson.” 

He said he soid his remaining 
equity in the building to Fred W. 
Ziegenhein, from whom Jmerson 
rented it under a five-year lease at 
$350 a month. 

Describing a series of meetings 
with Leman after the fire, Seifart 
said Leman told him to persuade 
Ziegenhein “to take a couple grand 
and forget about the unexpired 
portion of the lease.” He said Le- 
man told him to go to Jamerson 
and say that he “knew all about the 
fire” and get him to agree to pay 
$3500 to terminate the lease agree- 
ment. 

Says Leman Wanted $1000. 

Leman had told him, Seifart said, 
that Jamerson was willing to pay 
$2500 to terminate the lease, but 
Leman wanted the additional $1000 
for himself. After the first talk 
with Leman, Seifart said, he con- 
ferred with Ziegenhein, to see if he 
would accept $2500. 

Seifart testified he had not gone 
to Jamerson himself, but had sent 
another man “to put the squeeze 
on” and Jamerson told this man he

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 14.—A

ter Monday fire in which 320 con- 
victs were burned to death heard 


charges of cruelty today. 

Former guards and a construc- 
tion foreman employed to rehabili- 
tate the cell blocks in which the 
prisoners died in the fire, told of 
many instances of brutality on the 
part of the guards. 

Charles C. Rickett, the construc- 
tion foreman, said he saw two 
guards beat Tour convicts with 
blackjacks in the prison yard, ap- 
parently without provocation. He 
said he saw two other guards beat 
four prisoners on their heads until 
a Deputy Warden stopped them. 
Rickett said he believed the pris- 
oners would have been beaten to 
death if the Deputy Warden had 
not intervened. 

Rickett said he saw Lieut. Mor- 
ris of the guard beat a man on the 
head. Guards, he said, often 
bragged about the number of 
notches they had on their black- 
jacks. These notches, Rickett said, 
represented beatings of prisoners. 

C. L. Puckett, who served four 
years as a guard, said he often saw 
prisoners wearing balls and chains. 
He said that one time he was sent 
into a cell block to replace another 
guard, who had refused to shoot a 
prisoner who had sawed his way 
out of his cell. 

‘Leonard Wood, a guard for sev- 
eral years, testified he saw anoth- 
er guard, whose name he did not 
know, crush a prisoner’s skull in 
the machine shop for no apparent 
reason. He said the guard and 
convict had had trouble on a pre- 
vious occasion, and that the guard 
threatened to get the prisoner. 

J. B. Stone, a former guard, tes- 
tified that he had a standing order 
to shoot to kill convicts who at- 
tempted to escape, whether armed 
or not. Stone was released as a 
guard recently because of a cut in 
the penitentiary appropriation. 
Capt. John Hall, who was in 
charge of the night guard before 
the fire, said a prisoner named 
Henry J. Morgan was keptin a 
straitjacket for 114 days, but suf- 
fered no permanent injuries.

BANK ROBBERY INSURANCE 
RATES IN MIDWEST DOUBLED 


Increase Effective After Last Mon- 
day in 11 States Including 
Missouri. 
Bank robbery insurance rates 
have been doubled in Missouri and 
10 other mid-western states, in- 
cluding Illinois, because of heavy 
holdup losses in recent years. 
Announcement of the increase, 
effective on policies written on and 
after last Monday. was made by the 
National Bureau of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters, New York. A 
new increased rate area was es- 
tablished, to be known as territory 
No. 3, comprising, in addition to 
Missouri and Illinois. the following 
states: Arkansas, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, Nebraska, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and Oklahoma. 
Formerly these states were in 
territory No. 2 at the following 
rates for $1000 coverage: towns 
of less than 5000 population, $5; 
5000 to 25,000 population, $4; 25,- 
000 population and over, $3. The 
increased rates the above classi- 
fication are $10, $8 and $6 for each 
$1000 insurance.

Additional Statistics on Judges’ 
Service Given Out by Cir- 
cuit Attorney.

Circuit Attorney Miller today 5 
gave out additional statistics cov- 5 


courts since he took office, show- 
ing that Judges in the three crimi- 
nal divisons of Circuit Court 
granted a total of 442 paroles in 
the last three years. 


Circuit Judge Beck, who ‘recent- 
ly puroled Eugene Seyler, a city 
fireman, after Seyler had served 
one month of a year’s Workhouse 
sentence for manslaughter and 
felonious flight in a motor vehible 
fatality, leads the list, with 60 pa- 
roles in six months. Judge Beck 
began presiding in Division No. 12 
on last Aug. 3, but sat previously 
in one of the other -riminal divi- 
sions for a month during the va- 
cation period. 

The records of other Judges pre- 
siding in the criminal divisions dur- 
ing the last three years, based on 
six months’ service for comparison, 
follows: Judge Green, 7 paroles; 
Judge Hartmann, 10; Judge Hall, 
10: Judge Rutledge, 11; Judge 
Hamilton, 22; Judge Calhoun, 23: 
Judge Taylor, 28; Judge Ryan, 35; 
Judge Pearcy, 43: In instances 
where an average is taken, the 
computation is in round numbers. 

The complete record of Judges 
mentioned in the Circuit Attorney's 
statistics who served longer than 
six months was: Judge Green, one 
year, 14 paroles; Judge Hamilton, 
one year, 43 paroles; Judge Ryan, 
one year, 71 paroles; Judge Cal- 
houn, 18 months, 68 paroles; Judge 
Taylor, two years, 112 paroles. 

Only five paroles were revoked 
during the period, indicating, it was 
pointed out, that in general the 
leniency shown by the Court was 
justified by the subsequent good 
behavior of the defendants. 

Following the Seyler parole two 
Circuit Jugges made an inquiry, 
which disclosed that Judge Beck

An examination of Judge Beck’s 
brief record showed that 26 of the 
paroles he had granted were from 
the bench immediately after ac- 
cepting pleas of guilty from de- 
fendants. Circuit Attorney Miller 
has pointed out that Judges now 
sitting in the criminaldivisions no 
longer follow rules adopted in 1922 
by Circuit Judges in banc for an 
orderly procedure in the granting 
of parole applications. The rules, 
providing for investigation of the 
case, notification of the prosecuting 
witness, and a hearing in open 
court, were designed to prevent 
bench paroles, although not bind- 
ing on Judges.

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LIFE IN KENTUCKY 
MINE. MURDERS 


| President of Evarts, Ky., 


Union Convicted of Con- 
spiracy in Fight in Which 
Four Were Killed. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOUNT STERLING, Ky., Jan. 


14.—William Hightower, 7T+year- 
old Harlan County labor leader, 
was convicted of conspiracy to mur- 
der by à jury in Circuit Court here 
today. His sentence was fixed at 
life imprisonment. 

The verdict was the same as that 
given in the case of William B. 


Jones, secretary of the Evarts min- 


ers union of which Hightower is 
president. Jones, first of nearly 
30 defendants in the case, was con- 
victed Dec. 10. ; 


Hightower, for 40 years a miner, 


heard the verdict without emotion. 
The jury deliberated about two 
hours and 40 minutes. 

The trials, 10 of which were 
sent here on change of venue, fol- 
lowed clashes in the Harlan Coun- 
ty coal fields, culminating in fight- 
ing at “varts in which four men 
were killed. Hightower, Jones and 
others were charged with having 
plotted the death of Deputy Sher- 
iffe serving as mine guards in fur- 
therance of their attempts to 
unionize the Southeastern Ken- 
tucky coal fields. The defendants 
denied the charges. 

Members of the jury sald they 
took only one vote and that all 
favored conviction with life im- 
prisonment. Under Kentucky law 
the jury fixes the penalty. Judge 
Prewitt had given it only three 
possible verdicts, conviction with 
the death sentence or life, or ac- 
quittal. A life term prisoner is 
eligible to parole after eight and a 
half years. 

Mrs. Hightower ard Mrs. Jones 
sat near the defendant as the ver- 
dict was read. 

Judge Prewitt yesterday re- 
manded to Harlan County the re- 
maining Evarts mine murder cases, 
and in so doing, practically dis- 
posed of the fight of the Knox- 
ville News-Sentinel for reportorial 
representation in his ccurtroom 
during these trials. 

A certified copy of Judge Pre- 
witt’s order remanding the other 
cases to Harlan County was sent 
to Frankfort for presentation to 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals. 
The Appellate Court, highest in 
the commonwealth, has under con- 
sideration the plea of the Knox- 
vile News-Sentinel for a perma- 
nent writ of prohibition setting 
aside Judge Prewitt’s order bar- 
ring that newspaper's reporters 
from his court during the mine 
trials. 


Judge Prewitt said the transfer“ 


of the cases from Harlan County 
had cost the commonwealth be- 
tween $8000 and 39000 and said 
he had fulfilled his obligation in 


hearing the Jones, Hightower and 


William Burpett cases. Burnett was 
acquitted of killing Deputy Sher- 
iff Jess Pace in Harlan County a 
month before the fight at Evarts.

HANLEY RD. ROW FAILS 


Property Owners Boo Univer- 
sity City Mayor and Leave 
Meeting. 


An attempt to settle differences 
between University City property 
owners obvosed to the widening of 
the Hanley road -ight-of-way and 
the city administration, which has 
filed benefit assessments of abou* 
$100,000 for the widening, was 
without result last night when 350 
property owners booed Mayor Ruth 
and walked out of the meeting at 
City Hall. 

The Mayor, in charge of the 
meeting refused the request of C. W. 
Allison, chairman of the objectors’ 
committee, to call for a statement 
from any taxpayer present who was 
in favor of the widening. The Mayor 
replied ‘iat he was willing to hear 
anyone who wanted to speak but 
would not call for comment spe- 
cifically for or against the propo- 
sition. The meeting ended with an 
agreement to call a meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen with a commit- 
tee of property owners in the near 
future. 

Harland Bartholomew, City Plan- 
ning Engineer for University City, 
had said earlier in the meeting that 
he advocated the widening of the 
right of way as part of a program 
to make Hanley a State highawy 
branch. The present right of way, 
varying from 40 to 60 feet, would 
be widened to 60 and 80 feet for 
a distance of a mile and a quarter. 
He pointed out the advantages of 
acquiring the property now, before 
prices rise. 

Speakers for the property own- 
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ers said they were Opposed to mak- 
ing the road a “speedway,” as it 18 
surrounded by restricted subdi- 
visions; that North and South road, 
two blocks west, is adequate as a 
traffic artery; that adjoining mu- 
nicipalities have taken no steps 
toward widening the road: that 
benefit assessments have been un- 
fair, and that the benefit district, 
4 quarter of a mile wide along the 
road, is an inequitable method of 
paying for the improvement. 

Hanley road at present is paved 
from Manchester road to Page ave- 
nue and is being improved fron: 
Page to St. Charles road. It is a 
20-foot concrete slab through Uni- 
versity City.

These expenditures 
represent direct aid to families in 
their homes, They do not cover 
administrative costs of the relief 
agencies and are exclusive of large 
expenditures made in some cities 
during 1930-31 for relief by em- 
ployment under ‘made-work pro- 
grams. ees 

„Of the total amount of relief 
given in the third quarter of 1931 
public departments provided 60 per 
cent and private agencies 40 per 
cent. In the cities of 50,000 to 
100,000 population a larger share 
of the relief given was from public 
sources, the distribution of expen- 
ditures being 78 per cent by public 
and 22 per cent by private agencies. 
In cities of the 100,000 class, of all 
relief given, 57 per cent came from 
the public treasury and 43 per cent 
from private contribution. It should 
be noted that the public expendi- 
tures for family relief quoted in 
this summary do not include pen- 
sions to the aged, veterans’ relief 
or allowances for mothers’ aid.” 

The bureau said that missions, 
shelters, municipal lodging houses 
and other agencies which provide 
food and bed for homeless in 58 
large urban centers showed that 
about 2,860,000 nights 
were given during the first nine 
months of 1931 as compared with 
887,000 in the corresponding period 
ot 1929. Nearly 8,000,000 meals 
were serfed during the period as 
compared with 1,500,000 for the 
same period of 1929.

Vienna Curio Dealer Says He 
Submitted Bogus Documents 
to Get Property.

VIENNA, Jan. 14.—Josef Kuder- 
na, 47-year-old curio dealer, was 
arrested yesterday and confessed to 
forging documents purporting to 
prove he was an heir to the vast 
Wendel fortune in New York City. 

He was arrested when he went 
to the American Consulate to ob- 
tain legalization of the genealogy 
of a woman whom he named as 
Marie Kuderna and whom he iden- 
tified as the sister of the late John 
Gottleib Wendel, founder of the 
fortune, and his own relative. 

Kuderna recently went to Amer- 
ica where he showed to lawyers as 
proof of his claims a birth certifi- 
cate of Marie Kuderna. She was 
said to have been a maid-in-wait- 
ing to Countess Salm and to have 


died in Vienna in 1824. He was con- 


sidered to have a good case. 

But Prof. Stowasser, chief arch- 
ivist of Vienna, found that Kuder- 
na had affixed to the certificate 
a revenue stamp that did not come 
into circulation until 12 years after 
the death was supposed to have oc- 
curred. Moreover, he affixed the 
signature of a man who never lived 
and made it appear the document 
was issued by an office that had 
no such authority. 

Kuderna said he was poor and 
needed money. Old seals, paper 
and ink used for forging were 
found in his house.

The funeral of Philip C. Scanlan, 
former Park Commissioner and 
active Catholic layman, will be held 
at 10 a. m. Saturday at St. Louis 
Cathedral. followed by interment in 
Calvary Cemetery. Mr. Scanlan 
died of pneumonia in St. Mary’s 
Hospital last night, after several 
weeks’ illness. He was 61 years 
old. 

Mr. Scanlan was a member of 
one of the most prominent families 
in the older St. Louis society.

Christy Scanlan, his mother having 


John R. Church. Her second mar- 
riage was in 1869, and Mr. and Mrs.

1881, 
the Yorktown surrender. Mr. and 
Mrs. Scanlan, a few years later, 
entertained President Cleveland in 
their home on one of his visits to 
this city. 

Named Phillippe Christy Scan- 
lan, Mr. Scanlan in maturity spelled 
his name in the more famifliar 
English form. He attended St. 
Louis University, Holy Cross Col- 
lege, Worcester, Mass., and Stony- 
hurst College in England. He en- 
tered the employ of the Wiggins 
Ferry Co., for many years a major 
factor in St. .Louis transportation, 
now a part of the Terminal Rail- 
road Association ,and retired from 
the position of secretary and treas- 
urer of the ferry company in 1902. 

Mayor Wells appointed him Park 
Commissioner in 1907, and he 
served four years. Under Mr. Scan- 
lan the first steps were taken to- 
ward widespread recreational use 
of the parks, which was further 
developed by his successors, 
Dwight F. Davis and Nelson Cun- 
liff. 
Scanlan later served in unsal- 
aried public positions, as member 
of the Board of Children’s Guar- 
dians and of the board of trustees 
of Shaw’s Garden... During the war 
he served overseas with the Knights 
of Columbus, and later was treas- 
urer of the local committee of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Charities, and delegate to the na- 
tional body. 

He was married, in middle age, 
to Miss Anne Tompkins, who died 
several years ago. He made his 
home at 4450 Lindell boulevard, 
and maintained an office in the 
Security Building. He is survived 
by a sister, Mrs. George S. Tiffany, 
who as Miss Marie Therese Scan- 
lan vas Queen of the Veiled 
Prophet’s ball of 1898, and a 
brother, Andre Christy Scanlan of 
Long Beach, Cal.

Resolutions Include Com- 
mendation of Plan, ‘For 
Supporting Credit Struc- 
ture of Business.’ 


The Associated Industries of Mis- 
souri, at a dinner at Hotel Statler 
last night, expressed opposition to 
appropriations of Federal funds for 
local relief. Otner sections of a 
set of resolutions, issued by the di- 
rectors of the organization, favored 
modification of anti-trust laws, and 
opposed proposals for anti-injunc- 
tion legislation. The paragraphs 
bearing on these and other prin- 
cipal subjects are: 

“We recognize the immediate ne- 
cessity of making generous pro- 
vision for the consequences of un- 
employment. We believe this pri- 
marily is the duty of the states and 
the communities and pledge our ac- 
tive co-operation with the agencies 
established for that purpose. 

„We are opposed to direct Fed- 
eral appropriations to local relief 
as unnecessary, unwise, repugnant 
to our traditions and the funda- 
mental nature of our institutions, 
and calculated to defeat the execu- 
tion of that local responsibility 
which, recognizing its obligation, is 
adequate to the performance of this 
task. 

Credit Plan Favored. 

“We commend the plan of Con- 
gress now under consideration for 
supporting the credit structure of 
business and industry of the coun- 
try through the sound medium of 
lending the Government’s financial 
support to that credit structure, as 
distinguished from direct appropri- 
ations of money to individuals. 
| “Public expenditure, local and 
national, has reached a point which 
threatens to impose intolerable bur- 
dens on the present and future gen- 
erations. Any sound program of 
taxation should be predicated upon 
cutting all forms of expenditure to 
the bone, avoiding any form of bor- 
rowing which weakens the public 
credit, and resolutely avoiding new 
‘appropriations for activities and 
enterprises not dictated by demon- 
strated present necessity. 

“Recognizing the indisputable ne- 
cessity for essential revenue, we 
urge the widening of the base of 
taxation that a greater proportion 
of our citizens shall make some 
contribution to the support of na- 
tional government, while cheerfully

Antitrust Laws. 

“We emphatically urge that the 
Government shall avoid and aban- 
don every form of activity that 
brings it into active competition 
with the private enterprises of its 
citizens. 

“We feel that careful investiga- 
tion and consideration should be 
given by a committee of Congress 
to the advisability of modifying ad- 
ministrative provisions of antitrust 
laws so as to permit rational co- 
| operative action among industries 
| to bring about a better balance be. 
| tween production and consumption, 
and to permit the proper govern- 
mental tribunals to give advisory 
opinions upon proposed or suggest- 
ed plans of co-operation and con- 
solidation, particularly in connec- 
tion with the natural resource in- 
dustries. 

“We oppose any form of legis- 
lation which undertakes to impair 
the power of the Federal Courts to 
restrain the doing of acts which re- 
‘main unlawful and could be en- 
joined if done by any other group 
of citizens than the beneficiaries of 
such legislation. All citizens should 
lock alike to the law.” 

Conrad Mann of Kansas City. 
president of the Associated Indus- 
tries, presided at the dinner, and 
leading members of the organiza- 
tion from St. Louis and other 
cities of the State were present. 
Robert L. Lund of St. Louis, newly 
elected president of the National 
Association of Manufacturres, was 
guest of honor. James A. Emery 
of Washington, general counsel! of 
the national organization, was the 
principal speaker, and shorter talks 
were made by John E. Edgerton 
of Lebanon, Tenn., and H. L. Derby 
of New York, officers of the na- 
tional body. 

Emery discussed taxatign and the 
relief of destitution, saying: 

“Unfortunately, we are not yet 
sufficiently tax- conscious; there 
are many who think because they 
do not directly pay a tax they 
avoid that social overhead that is 
represented in the cost of govern- 
ment, but taxes are hidden in our 
clothes, our food and rent. We 
cannot ride in a vehicle if they do 
not sit beside us or conceal them- 
selves beneath our roadbed. We 
cannot even flick the ashes from 
a cigar or cigarette without cast- 
ing away one-third of its cost in 
taxes. 

“Already, for all forms of gov- 
ernment, national, state and local, 
our bill is approximately $14,000,- 
000,000 annually, one-sixth of our 
declining income. For taxes rise 
while income falls. Even at this 
moment Congress has before it in 
proposals, in addition to those cov- 
ered by the budget, suggestions for 
$29,000,000,000 in new expendi- 
ture. England and Germany are 
lifting their hands in warning that 
the increasing spread between pri- 
vate income and public outgo spelis 
rising debts, increasing taxation 
and national disaster, for Great 
Britain was forced to the polls and 
the destruction of party organiza- 
tion and the abandonment by its 
Prime Minister of the social theo- 
ries of a lifetime to demonstrate 
for waiting creditors that a nation 
could balance her budget. 

“The existing situation: involves 
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a public pollen of surpassing im- 
portance. Are the states and their 
subdivisions capable, through the 
exercise of their powers and the 
voluntary action of their citizens, 
of adequately meeting the require- 
ments of local relief, or is it neces- 
sary that the Federal Government 
shall „directly appropriate for that 
purpose? 
„No one denies that if the states 
and their communities are unable 
to meet this task, it becomes the 
duty as well as the right of the 
Federal Government to intervene. 
Never was there such a challenge 
to the capacity of local government 
and never was it being more broad- 
ly met by responsible citizenship. 
„Under the direction of the 
President of the United States, a 
national committee of representa- 
tive citizens is co-operating with 
state committees throughout the 
Union organized under the direc- 
tion of the Governor of each 
state, and private funds, supple- 
mented by those of the states are 
being applied to the situation. 
V hat is now proposed is that be- 
fore it is demonstrated, we shall 
declare community responsibility 
a failure, the states incapable of 
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providing for their own, and Jirect- 
ly appropriate national funds, the 
flowing of which, once started, will 
add eolossal sums to public ex- 
penditure, bureaucratically admin- 
istered. ' 

“We shall dry up the local 
sources of private help, the stimu- 
lating influence of community re- 
sponsibility, and take another ir- 
retrievable step toward the central - 
ization of our society. Yet this we 
are asked to do, not because Gov- 
ernors or Mayors have appealed 
for Federal assistance or states 
have exhausted their resources or 
authority, but because it is sought 
to establish as a political principle 
that local aid in periods of dis- 


tress is primarily a Federal func- 
tion. No policy is more thoroughly 
calculated to destroy individual 
morale and that | repsonsibil- 
ity which is so widely and gener- 
ously responding to the needs of 
this hour. | 
“This movement represents un- 
der the appeal of distress a further 
step in that centralizing influence, 
advocated under the guise of state 
aid, to secure Federal intervention 
to further control local government 
in the determnation of its own pe- 
culiar policies.

tems, airport construction and air- 
port administrative details. They 
are F. Davidoff, P. Michalowsky 
and A. D. Angeloff.

The commission will 
endeavor to make the Russian peo- 
ple air-minded and persuade. the 
Government to finance the con- 
struction of additional airports. 

“Our trip will afford opportuni- 
ty for a study of blind flying. 
which is essential in Russia, as a 
pilot there is handicapped by many 
fogs.”’ ‘ 
Members of the commission, 
through their spokesmen, expressed 
confidence the Soviet five-year in- 
dustrial plan would be completed 
this year—a year ahead of time. 

Speeding Up Schedule. 
“We are straightening out the 
line now.“ Kofman said, concen- 
trating on projects which are be- 
hind schedule.” 
Unemployment does not exist in 
Russia, he said, although there 
Goes exist a shortage of so many 
commodities that “we have all 
kinds of lines but bread lines.” 
Workers are divided into groups 
according to their training and 
abilities, he said, and certain spe- 
reialized workers are paid a flat 
rate» with bonuses, when they in- 
crease production above specified 
averages. Ameérican engineers and 
other specialists still are in de- 
mand, he said, while Russia as 
whole tends toward Americaniza- 
tion in industry.

First 8 Ever Elected to Senate by 
Voters Offers Advice in Economic

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14. — The 
women of America are urged by 
Senator Hattie W. Caraway to 
“keep down expenses and look 
ahead to the future” to help over- 
come economic troubles. 

Her first act as the first woman 
Senator to be duly elected, was to 
thank the voters of Arkansas for 
their support. 

In her message she expressed her 
deepest gratitude, especially to her 


fellow townsmen of Jonesboro, and 


dedicated to them and her country 
all her efforts. 

She was elected to serve out the 
unexpired term of her late hus- 
band, Thaddeus H. Caraway, to 
whose place she was appointed by 
Gov. Parnell pending the special 
election held Tuesday. 

This question was put to her in 
an interrview: “What can women 
do to help in economic recovery?” 
Mrs. Caraway replied: “I think the 
best thing is to keep down ex- 
penses and for everybody to try to 
get along and look to the future. 
It does not strike me that the thing 
to do is to go out and spend on all 
sides. In the first place, if you 
don’t have it to spend you can’t 
spend it. I can’t see any benefits 
to be derived from trying to spend 
what you don’t have.” 

Concerning economic bills in Con- 


Sress, she said: “Nobody can tell 
what effect these bills will have, 
but we can hope for the best.” 

“Frankly, what this country 
needs is a change in administra- 
tion.“ 


“I Aind the Senate very, very in- 
teresting.“ she said in answer to an- 
other question. “And CW.e viewpoint 
from the inside is so much different 
from that of an outsider that it 
is difficult to put it into words.” 


On the subject of speeches, Mrs. 
Caraway had little to say. She ex- 
plained she never had made one, 
“but I have done a lot of listen- 
ing.“ adding she would and could 
make a speech on the floor if she 
thought it necessary. 

“If you are trying to do your 
duty, you are bound to sit there in 
the Senate a great deal of the time, 
and you will find it exceedingly dif- 
ficult to keep up with your office 
work,” she added. 

Mrs. Caraway's attitude toward 
the work as a Senator, which she 
took up about two months ago, was 
summed briefly by her words and 
actions as the sudden clang of two 
bells rang through the anteroom 
just outside the Senate chamber. 


“You will pardon me, but there 
goes the. quorum call, and I must 
be in there to report,” she said, 
rising and starting toward her desk 
in the Senate. 


SIR SIDNEY LOW, ENGLISH 
HISTORIAN, DIES AT WORK 


Was Correspondent in World War, 
Former Lecturer at University 
of London,

LONDON, Jan. 14.—Sir Sidney 
Low. historian and writer on inter- 
national and political affairs, died 
at his work last night. He was 74 
years old. He was at his desk, 
writing his weekly article for a 
Sunday newspaper, when he be- 
came ill. He died in a nearby arm 
chair. He Had suffered from 
asthma and his heart had not been 
strong recently. 


Sir Sidney Low was a special cor- 
respondent in India, the United 
States, Germany and Egypt in the 
first part of the century and fol- 
lowed the French and Italian arm- 
ies during the World War. He was 
at one time editor of the St. James 
Gazette and lecturer on constitu- 
tional history in King's College, 
University of London. 

He was the author of numerous 
works, including.a “dictionary of 
English history,” “A Vision of In- 
dia,” and “The Spirit of the Allfed 
Nations.” 

His daughter, Ivy, married Max- 
im Litvinoff. now Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs in the Soviet Gov- 
ernment.

LEVEL OF ALOE PLAZA 
NOT TO Be CHANGED 


City Officials Also Agree to 
Proceed Next Spring With 
Modified Landscaping. 


City officials agreed yesterday, 
at the second of a series of meet- 
ings called by Acting Mayor Neun, 
to further plans for development 
of the Union Station plaza, that 
the present grade of the site and 


adjoining streets should not be 
changed. 


They also adhered to a previous 
decision to proceed next spring 
with planting grass, trees and 
Shrubbery, although no arrange- 
ment has been made for financing 
more elaborate development. 

Harland Bartholomew, engineer 
of the City Plan Commission. re- 
ported it would be feasible to con- 
struct a space under the western 
half of the plaza for parking taxi- 
cabs and private automobiles, with 
an entrance ramp at Twentieth 
and Chestnut streets and an exit 
ramp at Twentieth and Market 
streets. Bartholomew declared 
some such provision should be 
made, because the appearance of 
the @laza would be spoiled by per- 
mitting automobiles to park around 
it on the streets. A pedestrian tun- 
nel under Market street would con- 
nect the parking space with Union 
Station. 

Bartholomew's suggested plans 
called for a large fountain in the 
center of the plaza, in accordance 
with a proposal of Mrs. Louis P. 
Aloe to defray part of the cost as 
a memorial to her husband, for 
whom the plaza was named A 
smaller fountain would be installed 
near each end. No estimate of the 
cost of this plan has been made. 
The city has appropriated $50,000 
of bond funds for preliminary 
work, of which about $20,000 is 
being required to get the ground in 
shape. There is a balance of about 
$95,000 in the plaza bond fund 
which might be devoted to addi- 
tional construction.

Andre Tardieu Takes Port- 
folio of War and Will Ac- 
‘company Premier to Ge- 
neva Parley. 


BRIAND IS ASKED 
TO AID AS HE CAN 


Pierre Cathala Heads the 
Interior Department — 
Otherwise Lineup Is the 
Same as It Was.

PARIS, Jan. 14.—Premier Pierre 
Laval, who resigned with his Cab- 
inet, but accepted the mandate of 
President Paul Doumer to organize 
a new Ministry, will himself 
take over the portfolio of 
Foreign Minister, long held 
by Aristide Briand, and he has in- 
duced his old friend and predeces- 
sor in the premiership, Andre Tar- 
dieu, to accept the post of Minister 
of War, vacated by the death of 
Andre Maginot. 

Thus Tardieu will go to Geneva 
as France’s principal representative 
to the disarmament conference on 
Feb. 2. Laval also announced that 
Briand would collaborate in some 
form with the new Ministry. 

Succeeding Laval as Minister of 
the Interior is young Pierre Cath- 
ala, a disciple of Laval and Tar- 
dieu. 

To succeed Tardieu in the Agri- 
cultural Department Laval has se- 
lected Achille Fould, young former 
undersecretary. 

After reconstructing his Cabinet, 
last night, Laval took the new 
members across to the Elysee Pal- 
ace to present them to President 
Doumer. The new Ministry will be 
presented to Parliament next Tues- 
day. 

Reorganization of the Cabinet 
was decided after the death of 
Maginot had caused one gap and 
the illness of Briand resulted in at 
least a temporary vacancy. 

All the other Ministers and Un- 
dersecrretaries of the Cabinet 
which resigned retain their posts. 
Joseph Paul-Boncour, former So- 
cialist Deputy, now an independent 
Senator, was offered the portfolio 
of Foreign Minister, but he did not 
want to succeed Briand, with whom 
he often had collaborated closely at 
Geneva. 

Laval made special reference to 
Briand in the communique official- 
ly announcing the formation of the 
new Government. 

“In the course of the visit I paid 
M. Briand,” he said, “I strongly 
and affectionately insisted that he 
continue to bring to the Govern- 
ment the benefit of hig authority 
and experience in any form in 
which he felt able to give it. I ex- 
pect to talk with him again on this 
subject.” 

The Laval-Tardieu team is one 
well drilled in foreign relations. 
Laval, although his experience in 
diplomacy dates only from the 
formation of his first Cabinet less 
than a year ago, was the French 
spokesman during last summer and 
fall in conversations at London, 
Berlin and Washington. He be- 
came the first Premier to welcome 
a German Chancellor on French 
soil since the Franco-Prussian War 
of 1870, when he was host to Chan- 
cellor Heinrich Bruening at Paris. 

Tardicu is 55 years old. He was 
elected to the Chamber of Deputies 
in 1914. Previously he had been 
foreign news editor of Le Temps. 
He served in the army during the 
war and was wounded three times. 
A stanch disciple of the War Pre- 
mier, Clemenceau, he refused mem- 
bership in the Cabinet three times 
between the years 1919-24 in order 
to maintain his defense of Clemen- 
ceau’s policies.

TOLD OF PARLEY 


Tokio’s Reply to Recent 


American Note Is Ready 


—Expected to Be De- 
livered Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Jan. 14.—Japan's reply 
to the recent United States note in- 
voking the Nine-Power treaty in 
the Manchurian controvérsy proba- 
bly will be given to United States 
Ambassador W. Cameron Forbes 
tomorrow, it was said this evening. 
The note was to have been de- 
livered today but plans were 
changed at the last moment after 
Forbes had called at the Foreign 
Office to receive it. The postpone<- 
ment was decided on so that Ken- 
kichi Yoshizawa, the new Foreign 
Minister, who arrived from Muk- 
den tonight, might deliver it per- 
sonally. 


Recent denials at Nanking of the 
existence of an agreement prohibit- 
ing the Chinese from building Man- 
churian railways paralleling Jap- 
anese lipes brought from the Gov- 
ernment today a statement disclos- 
ing the text of a secret understand- 
ing concluded between the two 
countries in 1905. 

It stipulated that no parallel raile 
way lines should be built by China, 
the statement says, and was signed 
by 16 representatives of China and 
Japan. An English summary of. 
its provisions was submitted by Ja- 
pan in 1906 to the British and 
‘American Governments in strictest 
confidence. 

It never was made public, the 
Government statement says, at the 
special request of the Chinese, who 
explained they did not want the 
Chinese people to know about the 
arrangement for political reasons. 

Recently Dr. Wellington Koo, 
then Foreign Minister of China, 
asserted no such agreement ever 
was made. It was in view of this 
and other denials that today’s statc- 
ment was issued. Japan contends 
China has violated the agreement 
time and again in spite of repeated 
protests,

WOULD HIRE JOBLESS 
10 CLEAN UP LOT 


Julius A. Baer Sees Help for 
Unemployed and Beauty 
for City. 


Employment of idle men to clean 
up vacant lots throughout the 
city is suggested by Julius A. Baer, 
who has hired several men for 
such work in connection with his 
Health-Thirft Community Gardens 
project. Baer, who is chairman of 
the board of Stix, Baer & Fuller 
Dry Goods Co., says the Provident 
Association has a list of unem- 
ployed men who can do the work. 

“Citizens may accomplish a two- 
fold purpose by doing the work 
now,” Baer declares. “They will 
beautify the city and give employ- 
ment to many persons in distress. 
All over town there are many va- 
cant lots that could be put in 
shape at little expense.“ 

The proposal has been wel- 
comed by E. G. Steger, general 
maanger of the Provident Associa- 
tion, “as an effective means of 
preserving not only a man’s self- 
respect, but his physical fitness for 
a job in his own trade when it 
turns up.” 

Men have been employed in 
fencing and preparing two tracts 
of ground for Health-Thrift gar- 
dens. One, at Kingshighway and 
San Francisco avenue, is ready for 
spring planting, and space is still 
available although more than 100 
applications for garden plots have 
been received. Work on the other, 
at Tower Grove and Magnolia ave- 
nues, is in progress. 

The Health-Thrift gardens are 
not regarded solely as charity, but 
are expected to prove attractive to 
others interested in recreation. The 
garden plots are to be 30 by 60 
feet and seeds and equipment will 
be furnished to desirable persons 
who wish to cultivate gardens. Ap- 
plications may be made to Eric 
Orf, on the fourth floor of the 
Stix, Baer & Fuller store.

Relief Station 


About 2100 Unemployed Men Being Fed by 
Assistant to Father Dempsey Who Is 
Ill in Hospital. 


After less than two months of! 
operation, Father Tim“ Dempsey’s 
relief kitchen at his day nursery, 
1209 North Sixth street, has served 


119,570 free meals to unemployed 
men, an average of about 2100 
breakfasts and dinners every day. 

Father Dempsey, who because 
of his civic and charitable activi- 
ties in St. Louis, was elevated to 
the rank of Monsignor several 
years ago, has been ill at St. John’s 
Hospital since shortly after the 
kitchen was opened Nov. 16. His 
assistant at St. Patrick’s Church, 
the Rev. Martin Phelan, is in 
charge of the various activities di- 
rected from the parish house until 
Father Dempsey’s return, expected 
within two weeks. 


The menus for the hungry men 


who line up twice daily at the 
kitchen vary with the donations re- 
ceived from packing houses, com- 
mission merchants and bakeries. 
For breakfast there is always cof- 
fee, with bread, doughnuts or cof- 
fee cake. At dinner, served at 
noon, the fare includes meat, po- 
tatoes and bread, with one or more 
other vegetables. Sometimes soup 
is served, containing meat and 
vegetables. 

Father Phelan estimates the ac- 
tual cost of operation of the kitch- 
en has been about $50 a day, of 
which $20 to $25 was defrayed 
from cash donations. The meals 
will continue to be served “until 
times get better,” according to 
Father Demp®ey. 

The only salary paid is $12 a 


week to a woman cook. A deren 
men who assist are remunerated . 
with food and lodging at Father 
Dempe s Hotel for Working Men 
at 1111 North Seventh street. A 
number of girls from the neighbor- 
hood are usually on hand at meal 
time to help in serving. 


The day nursery, operated on the 
floors above the relief kitchen, ac- 
commodates 80 children from 3 to 
6 years old, whose mothers are em- 
ployed. Parents who have the 
means pay 10 cents a day. About 
200 men live in the hotel and pay 
from $1.25 to $1.75 a week for 
lodging and 40 to 60 cents a day 
for meals. At this time, however, 
20 men out ot work are kept free 
and 50 more are “charging” their 
expenses. 


Besides these establishments, 
Father Dempsey maintains the 
Working Girls’ Home at 1421 Ho- 
gan street, where employed women 
get board and lodging for $5 a 
week. A home for convalescents is 
also located there, 24 women being 
accommodated in addition to about 
50 in the hotel. 


Rummage stores at the Working 
Men's Hotel and at 3525 Cozzens 
avenue, prévide some funds for the 
upkeep of the nursery and the con- 
valescent home through the sale 
of goods collected by Father 
Dempsey’s organization.

Aldermen’s Committee Recom- 
mends Action in Manufac- 
turers’ Railway Case. 


The Public Utilities Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen has recom- 
mended passage of a bill for settie- 
ment of the city’s $90,000 claim 
against the Manufacturers’ Railway 
Co., the railway to pay the city 
$51,000. A previous compromise 
bill, to settle the claim for $39,000, 
was defeated by the Aldermen 
nearly five years ago. 

Franchise obligations under an 
ordinance of 1905, which required 
the railway company to build in- 
clines for operation of a ferry, and 
to pay a franchise tax for the priv- 
ilege of laying tracks on South Sec- 
ond street, were the basis of the 
city’s claims.

to injunction suits, should be con- 
sidered in connection with the 
franchise tax liability. 

A suit prepared by Henry S. 
Caulfield, now Governor, as City 
Counselor, was filed by the city 
against the railway jn 1922, for 
$90,000, and several compromise 
proposals have been made since. 
The present measure has the ap- 
proval of City Counselor Muench. 

In 1923, when a Dill to relieve 
the railway company of a large 
part of its obligation was pending 
before the Aldermen, an official of 
the road charged that a member of 
the Board of Aldermen offered to 
get the bill passed for $15,000, 
which amount was to be used in 
obtaining 15 votes for the measure. 
The representative of the road who 
first reported the conversation re- 
fused to give the Alderman's name 
to the Board of Aldermen or to the 
grand jury, and was placed in jail 
for contempt, but was freed by a 
Supreme Court order, and the in- 
quiry got no further.

Woman Alleges Company’s Liabili- 
ties Exceed Its Assets by 
$1,000,000. 

WICHITA, Kan. Jan. 14.— 
Charging its liabilities exceed its 
assets by more than a million dol- 
lars and that it is indebted to her 
for $6223, Mrs. Effie Boone Brook, 
Des Moines, Ia., applied yesterday 
for a Federal receivership for the 
Wheat Farming Co. of Hays, Kan. 
Judge Richard J. Hopkins set the 
hearing for Jan. 18. 

In her petition, Mrs. Brook 
states the company has liabilities 
of $2,650,000 with assets of $1,- 
600,000. She alleges the concern 
has violated State law by the pay- 
ment ef $204,004 in dividends out 
of capital instead of from earnings 
and has spent “fabulous sums” de- 
fending itself against ouster pro- 
ceedings instituted by the State of 
Kansas. 

The company owns 64,000 acres 
of Western Kansas wheat land. 
Mrs. Brooks’ claim arises from the 
sale to the company of a farm she 
owned in Logan County. 


MAIL ORDER PACKAGES BY AIR 


Chicago-Cincinnati Express Fore- 
runner of Lines to Other Cities.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14. — The first 
flight of a new air express system 
was made yesterday, when three 
tri-motor planes carrying two tons 
of parcels flew from Chicago to 
Cincinnati.

Ford told the House Military Com- 
mittee today that his father, Henry 
Ford, was no longer interested in 
leasing Muscle Shoals. Edsel Ford 
was in conference with the com- 
mittee behind closed doors for 
nearly two hours. Several years 
ago Ford made a bid for the $150,- 
000,000 project on the Tennessee 
River in Alabama, but it was not 
accepted by Congress. His son's 
appearance before the committee 
was surrounded with secrecy.

“I do not care to make any state- 
ment for publication,“ Edsel Ford 
said.

William B. Mayo of the Ford 
Automobile Co., who accompanied 
him, said they would return imme- 
diately to Detroit. 


CHICAGO BODY WANTS CITY 
FUNDS FOR RELIEF OF POOR 


$10,000,000 Raised Privately Is 
Nearly Exhausted, It Says, and 
$15,000,000 More Is Needed. 
Sy the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—Directors ot 
the joint emergency relief fund of 
Cook County, declaring their $10,- 
000,000 poor relief chest which was 
filled by public subscription was 
nearing depletion, called on the 
special session of Legislature today 
for prompt enactments that would 
permit the use of public funds for 
relief work. 

A crisis with a train of “untold 
suffering” can be averted only if an 
additional $15,000,000 is obtained 
for emergency relief in Cook 
County through the Legislature, the 
directors stated. 

In December alone, they said, 
$2,500,000 of the $10,000,000 fund 
was expended and relief was now 
being given to more than 100,000 
needy families within the county’s 
boundaries. 

If other funds were not made 
available, they said, it would be 
necessary to reduce relief activities 
to the level of expenditures in nor- 
mal times and leave 100,000 desti- 
tute families without aid.

SAYS MELLON USED 10 
Ib DRUM UP BUSINESS 


Patman Cites Treasury Bulletin 
Telling Advantages of Alum- 
inum in Building. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon was 
charged today by Representative 
Patman (Dem.), Texas, with using 
his control of pubiic buildings to 
further the use of aluminum. 

Patman opened his second day 
of argument before the House Ju- 
diciary Committee on his resolu- 
tion to impeach Melion by exhibit- 
ing a copy of “The Federal Archi- 
tect.” a Treasury publication. 

“It is no secret that Mellon con- 
trols the Aluminum Co. of Amer- 
ica,” Patman said, “and it is known 
that where aluminum is used there 
is no chance of competition. 

“This publication tells outside 
architects what will please the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. It tells 
them in no uncertain terms how to 
use aluminum.” 

Patman said the publication has 
been issued only since the pres- 
sure of the building program has 
made the employment of outside 
architects essential. 

He quoted from a letter which 
said aluminum had been specified 
by the Treasury for window screens 
on a Federal building at Hot 
Springs, Ark. 

Mellon was charged by Patman 
with a part in the credit extension 
to Colombia arranged by New York 
bankers at about the time a large 
oil concession was granted to the 
Mellon-owned Gulf Oil Co. 

Patman quoted a letter from a 
South American saying President 
Olaya Herrera of Colombia had an- 
nounced publicly Mellon would as- 
sist in the credit extension if pe- 
troleum difficulties were settled. 

“In the conversation the Presi- 
dent of Colombia spoke about the 
situation of his country, to which 
Mr. Mellon said that if he would 
arrange the petroleum business dif- 
ficulties in Colombia, that Colombia 
would develop itself into a much 
better credit condition, letting him 
understand that he in turn would 
help Colombia in coming out of 
the crisis it was going through,” 
the letter said. 

“In view of his position as secre- 
tary of the Treasury and his con- 
nection with the Gulf Oil Co.,” Pat- 
man said, if a foreign country has 
granted them a spectal concession, 
you can see where the Secretary of 
the Treasury could reciprocate the 
favor.” He withheld the name of 
the author ef the letter. 

“Mr. Mellon was not in office 
long before he granted himself 
large tax refunds,” Patman said. 
“No man should be placed in a po- 
sition where he serves both himself 
and the United States Government. 

“IT would not criticise in the least 
the refund on his pérsonal tax pay- 
ments, but it is different when mil- 
lions are refunded to such corpo- 
rations as the Aluminum and Gulf 
Oil companies.” 


URGES NAVY BILL TO KEEP 
SHIP BUILDING YARDS RUNNING 


Admiral Rock Advances Employ- 
ment Argument in Hearing Be- 
fore House Committee. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Disor- 
ganization of private shipbuilding 
yards was forecast today before the 
House Naval Committee unless 


Congress approves a construction 
program. 

Rear Admiral George Rock, chief 
of the navy’s bureau of construc- 
tion and repair, testified there was 
not enough work available to keep 
private yards busy after the end of 
this year. 

Unless congressional approval is 
given to some bill like the $616,- 
260,000 Vinson measure pending 
before the committee, Rock said 
private yards will lose many 
technicians and specialists who will 
be compelled to go into other work 
to make a living. Private yards, 
he added, are necessary for nation- 
al defense in providing new ships 
in an emergency. 

Asked by Chairman Vinson 
whether failure to approve a con- 
struction program might add to 
the army of unemployed, Rock 
said it would. Vinson said more 
than 40 per cent of the cost of all 
ships goes to labor, while only 30 
per cent of road construction costs 
is paid in wages.

Over the objection of counsel for 
Union Electric the computation was 
admitted in evidence subject to 
being ruled out later should the 
referee find it not competent evi- 
dence. This computation showed
